ment Heard From Before 


Making up Mind 


Orange county may have another 
superior judge, making two for the 
superior court of this county. 
There 
has been some talk among attorneys 
that with the increasing amount of 
business coming 
into 
the 
superior 
court another judgeship 
should be 


created. 
The method of establishing another 
judgeship is through the passage of 
an act by the state legislature. Con­ 
sequently, the assemblyman 
is the 
one to he looked to for putting the 


bill through. 
Assemblyman Clyde 
Bishop 
was 
asked what he knew about the pro­ 


posed measure. 


“ The proposition is still indefinite,’’ 
said 
Bishop. 
“ There 
are 
various 
views upon the subject. 
Some 'think 
the judgeship should be created to 
take effect two years from now, oth­ 
ers four years from now. 
“ I know this to be the condition 
in the superior court of our county. 
If every case now pending should be 
set dowu for trial and tried as quick­ 
ly as possible, it would take 
from 
now until September 
to 
clear the 
calendar. 
I also know that the su­ 
perior court 
here 
transacts 
more 
business than the superior court of 
a sister county that has two judges. 
“ I have not made up m y mind as 
to what ought to be done. 
I am in 
this m atter as in all matters that I 
may be expected to deal with in the 
legislature, absolutely glad 
to hear 
every side of the question. 
I want 
all the information and views I can 
get. 
I want to hear from 
the Bar 
Association. 
I want to 
know what 
the people ..hink about it. 
“ I w ill not make up my mind con­ 
cerning the bill until after I have 
heard the resuH. of the vote upon the 
constitutional amendment 
submitted 
to the people on Nov. 8, in regard to 
the selection of an attorney by stip­ 
ulation to try a case, the attorney so 
selected to have all the powers of a 
judge of the 
superior 
court. 
The 
amendment, whether carried or lost, 
w ill be an important factor in the 
m atter of a second judgeship for Or­ 


ange county.” 
District Attorney Davis stated that 
he had not talked the m atter 
over 
w ith anyone, hut that he knew that 
at present the calendar is filled for 
some months to come. 
“ The present condition of the cal­ 
endar ought to count,” said he. “ The 
court is crowded now.” 
Attorney R. Y . W illiam s stated that 
the matter had been spoken of re­ 
cently, it being a fact that the super, 
ior judge now has his calendar filled 
until in April. 
“ The legal business of the court has 
been growing rapidly,” said the attor­ 
ney. 
“ It will continue to grow. Book­ 
ing forward to w hat the business w ill 
he tw o or four years from now it 
seems almost certain that one judge 
cannot handle the business. 
Litigants 
have a right to have their matters dis­ 
posed of as quickly t ; possible, and 
yet a judge deciding important mat­ 
ters should he allowed a fair time for 
decisions. 
Orange county is growing 
rapidly. 
W e are rated 
now

a 
county of the fifteenth olass. 
I think 
the new census w ill put us 
in 
the 
tenth or eleventh class.”

That question is one the five men,

Talbert, 
D. S. 
Linebarger, Fred W . Struck and Ja s ­ 
per Leek, elected on Nov. 8 of this 
year, must decide. 
Orange county and one or two oth­ 
ers in the state nave been electig a 
full board every four years. 
A ll oth­ 
er counties have been electing two 
members at one election 
and three 
members at the election 
two years 
later. 
In that manner the full board 
never comes up for consideration at 
one time.
